EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL MEETING. 


Through the great kindness of Mr. J. Potter Briscoe, 
F.R.S.L., the Eighteenth Annual Meeting of the Associa- 
tion will be held at University College, adjoining the 
CENTRAL PuBLic REFERENCE LIBRARY, SHERWOOD STREET, 
NotTINGHAM, on Tuesday, 17th June. This will be the first 
Annual Meeting held out of London, and will, it is hoped, 
usher in a new era in the history of the Association. The 
Branches are making special efforts to send as many dele- 
gates as possible ; there is promise of a good party from the 
London district,a programme of much interest is presented, 
and the event will be one of unqualified attractiveness to 
every member of the profession possessed of any real 
interest in librarianship. The London party will travel by 
Restall’s Great Central Railway excursion from Marylebone, 
at 11.30 a.m., return fare being 5s. It was in order to be 
able to take advantage of this excursion that the meeting 
was arranged for a Tuesday, the ordinary return fare being 
16s. 4d. It is requested that those intending to be present

EDITORIAL. 


Our New Honorary Fellow.—The L.A.A. has reason to 
be congratulated on the latest addition to the growing list of 
Honorary Fellows. Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers is so well- 
known to the library world in general, and to the Association 
in particular, that in conferring on him the distinction the 
Association not only honours the recipient, but does honour 
unto itself. It is no exaggeration to say that no one during 
the whole course of its existence, has rendered more valuable 
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and unstinted service to the L.A.A. than Mr. Sayers ; the con- 
ferring on him of the highest honour the Association is 
capable of was merely a question of time. Mr. Sayers 
career has been a brilliant one. Appointed an assistant in 
the Bournemouth Public Libraries in 1896, Mr. Sayers 
reached the sub-librarianship four years later, and in 1904 
he succeeded to the sub-librarianship of Croydon; a position 
he still holds with distinction to himself. In 1898 he won 
the Greenwood Junior Essay Competition, and ten years 
later attained the diploma of the L.A. after brilliant successes 
in the qualifying stages. His work for the L.A.A. has been 
strenuous, as may be gathered from the fact that he has 
filled every important office: Honorary Secretary, Education 
Committee, 1904-6; Honorary Secretary, 1906-9; Honorary 
Editor, 1908-9; President, 1909-12; and he has done splendid 
work in the inauguration of our prosperous branches. 
Latterly our Honorary Secretary has done valuable work 
in connection with the Library Association Classes as 
instructor and lecturer in Classification, and he is at present 
a member of the L.A. Council. In the exercise of his many- 
sided activities, Mr. Sayers has found time to write, and his 
works on “The Grammar of Classification,” “The Children’s 
Library,” “The Expansive Classification,” and his latest 
work, “A Short Course of Practical Classification” are 
eloquent testimony of his industry. As a composer of lyrics, 
many of which have been set to music, Mr. Sayers is not 
unknown in the musical world, and his new undertaking, the 
official life of the eminent musical composer, the late Samuel 
Coleridge-Taylor, is likely to further enhance his reputation 
in that direction. These facts are sufficient testimony to 
the wisdom of the Council in electing Mr. Sayers as Honorary 
Fellow,and we congratulate the recipient as well as ourselves. 





Annual Report shows conclusively that the Association has 
held a strenuous year of office marked by progress in every 
sense of the words. Backed by enthusiasm, with willing 
workers and flourishing branches, we proudly bear witness 
to our faith in the Public Library cause. Asan Association we 
look forward eagerly to another session of work and 
development ; to an increase in the strength and vitality of 
the L.A.A.,and we are convinced we shall not be disappointed.

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THE PROBLEM OF THE JUNIOR ASSISTANT.

THE ECONOMIC STANDPOINT.

56 per cent. of the Public Libraries of the Kingdom 
exist on incomes of £500 per annum and under. 


The problem before us is one of the most acute 
confronting the profession of Librarianship. It exists in 
every library system; in some, attempts are made to solve 
it, in others it is merely ignored, and until the profession is 
organised on some such basis as that suggested by Mr. R.A. 
Peddie, in 1911, there is small prospect of its elimination. 
The Rate limitation is not the sole cause of its existence; 
there are other factors, for in those fortunate places where 
the income is not subject to the penny limit it still may be 
be found. Second only to the limited rate is the fact that 
the Public Library Movement is, and has been for several 
years, practically stagnant; beyond the opening up of a few 
branches and some extensions, there has been extremely 
little expansion, consequently the demand for senior 
assistants and chief officers is by no means large, and the 
market is crowded with qualified men and women. There 
are folks who are disposed to urge this as a reason for 
discontinuing the provision of liberal opportunities for 
technical training in librarianship; without staying for 
argument, I simply deny it is any reason at all for sucha 
short-sighted and paralysing policy. Death, retirement, and 
removal to other spheres of activity are the only present 
means through which vacancies in the higher grades of the 
profession occur; these processes are not sufficiently rapid 
in their action, considering the limited field, to permit 
oncoming youth to make that progress in wage-earning which 
is necessary for proper maintenance. Asa result numbers 
are driven out of the profession and many of those remaining 
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are sadly underpaid. A deadlock is achieved; is there any 
solution? An universal minimum wage is not applicable to 
librarianship, for there are men so constituted as to be 
content to run in any groove providing it ensures a weekly 
return of 30/- or 35/-, and to pay that sum of money weekly 
for work which has only a market value of 10/- is 
economically wrong, and will therefore naturally fail in the 
long run, for economics has its immutable laws like any 
other science, which, if transgressed, inevitably lead to 
disaster. We have to accept the fact that a large amount of 
ordinary library routine work requires neither experience, 
culture, or more than purely ordinary intelligence; in the 
majority of places this is carried out by boys engaged for the 
purpose as soon as they leave school; what is to become of 
them? Certainly few of them possess the mental equipment 
necessary for the higher branches of the profession; if there 
were sufficient opportunities they could not all succeed for 
that very reason, so they must be eliminated. It is natural to 
suppose that only boys with a tendency towards intellectual 
pursuits would seek employment in libraries even at school- 
leaving age; unfortunately it is a common belief that 
municipal employment in any capacity is a sure and 
certain highway to easy occupation and large income in 
later life at least, hence parents seize whatever opportunity 
offers for thrusting a lad into municipal work without staying 
to consider the actualities of the case. This erroneous 
belief brings many a youth into the profession who would be 
far better off in a commercial sphere. Until the profession 
is organized it would seem best to engage boys just leaving 
school on the distinct understanding that their appointment 
will terminate when they attain the age of eighteen years; 
in the meanwhile facilities should be given them for improv- 
ing their general education, and for studying such subjects 
as will fit them for a career in the commercial world. This 
is as just a proceeding as the circumstances allow; there is 
time and opportunity for a lad to train himself well in the 
elementary requirements of commercial life. Should he show 
a decided predilection for librarianship, such subjects would 
be of great assistance to him if a suitable opening presented 
itself in library work before the expiration of his eighteenth 
year, and he would be better qualified to take up the 
sectional examinations of the Library Association than is 
frequently the case now. 
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THE JUNIOR ASSISTANT & HIS ENVIRONMENT.

Environment is the strongest outside force which goes 
to the making of a man, and as the days of his juniorship 
are the days of formation it is of the utmost importance to 
the young assistant that he should fully realize what the 
character of his environment is, and whither it tends to lead 
him. The following is an attempt to raise a few points in 
this connection. 

First of all the junior should decide whether the pro- 
fession offers sufficient prospects to induce him to remain in 
it, or whether he would do better to try something else. If 
he makes up his mind to the former, he must gualify or go 
under. If the latter, let him get out as soon as he can. 

On the junior who remains environment is likely to 
operate in two ways, both of which are dangerous. First, by 
inducing a taste for a multiplicity of interests; second, 
through opposition and discouragement from those who 
ought to help and support his efforts towards self-improve- 
ment. 

To a mind keenly alert, surrounded by books on all 
subjects, the tendency towards the first is a real danger. 
The attractions of this subject and that operate every hour, 
and nothing short of absolute determination supported by 
perennial will-power directed against the temptation can 
save the junior from drifting into a mental condition of 
knowing many things in part but nothing really well. 

So, too, outside the library the same tendency is at 
work. Among friends who have a difference in outlook ; 
who possibly do not need to make a great effort for their 
future prosperity, library matters are often of little or no 
interest. The age, weight, and record of popular footballers 
are much more enthralling, and the results of a prolonged 
study of ‘form’ will bring eminence amongst those to whom 
such matters appeal; but the junior who places them before 
those which directly bear upon and seriously affect his pro- 
fessional future is courting disappointment and bitterness 
of spirit, and is as much out of his element in a library as is 
a worm on concrete. 

On the other hand, the more fortunate part of his 
environment will help the junior as nothing else can. Ready 
access to necessary books, the mental atmosphere of the 
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library itself; and (where it is to be had) the kindly help 
and encouragement of his seniors are invaluable aids to 
progress. Such elements of the student as are in him will 
respond to these stimuli, and it will be well for him if he 
values them at their true worth. Let him then “ pause at 
whiles”” in what he does and take stock of himself in the 
light of the influences at work upon him. Let him realise 
and admit freely, if only to himself, exactly where he is, and 
then with such wit as he possesses press forward with his 
goal more clearly seen for the process. 

Some years ago an assistant sought the advice of a 
senior as to his future. The elder man knew the character 
of the other’s circumstances, and after educational and other 
matters had been discussed, he finished by saying, “ Do not 
let your environment kill you.” It is within my knowledge 
that the advice was followed out, the junior pulled himself 
together, threw off the depressing influence of his library 
surroundings,and is now working successfully—with his work 
recognised. Although such well-founded guidance may not 
be within the reach of all juniors the day is quite gone when 
any can reasonably regard himself as an isolated unit. 
There is a growing interchange of visits both by individuals 
and by associations. Delegates go from one branch to 
another and help to build up a spirit of camaraderie with all 
its attendant benefits of exchanged ideas. To those of us 
who have felt that spirit the effect is invaluable both asa 
stimulus to work himself and as an antidote to adverse 
influences. In this connection the Library Assistants’ 
Association is a powerful factor. It has brought together 
those who never knew each other until they met under its 
auspices ; and the whole work of the Association is towards 
the betterment of the assistant junior and others. 

To assistants whose geographical position does not 
enable them to have intimate connection with a branch, 
The Library Assistant serves as a link through whose pages 
he may touch his fellow-workers, receive their opinions and 
express his own. 

For the junior who takes his work seriously, who early 
grasps the idea that itis his life’s task, that just as he makes 
or mars it so it will make or mar him, and who regards it as 
something worth embarking in, there will always be an 
honoured place and the greatest of all satisfactions—that of 
genuine desire, honestly carried out. 
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THE WOMAN’S STANDPOINT.

During the past ten or fifteen years a large number of 
girls have entered the library profession, many of whom 
commenced their new life filled with enthusiasm and the 
ambition to reach the summit of their profession. How 
many of them have succeeded? How many of them 
remain junior assistants to-day? A few by sheer hard 
work and the determination to succeed have done so, and 
now hold responsible positions as branch and sub-librarians 
and as senior assistants. These notable exceptions prove 
the rule that the average girl assistant remains a junior in 
many libraries. 

Assistants, senior and junior alike, and also librarians 
and committees are to be equally blamed for this state of 
affairs. Junior assistants in many cases for not putting 
their best into their work, qualifying themselves and com- 
peting for senior positions in other libraries as they become 
vacant; senior assistants for their apathy and lack of 
enthusiasm; Librarians and Committees for not recognising 
the importance of the junior assistant as a factor in the 
success of the library. 

It is the junior assistant who comes more directly into 
contact with the public than any other member of the staff. 
The chief librarian, except as an official to whom complaints 
can be made, might almost be non-existent where the 
majority of the public are concerned. The skilled work 
executed by the senior members of the staff passes unrecog- 
nised by them. The majority of borrowers do not care one 
jot whether the library is classified according to Cutter, 
Dewey or Brown, so long as they are able to satisfy their 
requirements with a minimum amount of trouble. But the 
whole of the Library is judged by the junior assistant who 
charges and discharges their books, who keeps the shelves 
in such order that they can easily find the books wanted, 
and who executes minor repairs to the volumes they handle. 

Where the junior assistants are intelligent, resourceful, 
courteous and tactful, the library receives a far better 
advertisement than when they are indolent, slack and 
officious. 

The importance of the junior assistant then is admitted. 

The problem she has to face is how best to qualify her- 
self so that her work shall be of the highest, and when the 
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time comes and positions of greater responsibility and trust 
are offered, she can accept them, feeling certain of her 
powers of accomplishment. 

So much for the junior assistant’s duty to the library ; 
what then is the library’s duty to the junior assistant? 
First to exercise careful judgment in the appointing of 
junior assistants and not to appoint those who are obviously 
unsuited for such work; secondly, to see that systematic 
training is given them; and finally, to insist that the senior 
members of the staff can claim their seniority by virtue of 
something more than length of service and inability to 
commit crimes which would warrant their dismissal. Noth- 
ing will damp the ardour of an enthusiastic junior quicker 
than an apathetic senior’s remark of “What is the good of 
exams.? I don’t believe in them. They are no criterion, 
etc., etc.” To some extent such a remark may be true, but 
examinations, whether they are good or bad, at present 
create the hall mark by which our work is standardised. 

One of the problems facing library committees is how 
to deal with these assistants who lay claim to the title of 
senior in respect of age, salary and certain experience, yet 
are totally destitute of modern qualifications,and are merely 
blocking the way for younger and more qualified assistants. 

Unfortunately, our ideas of civilization will not permit 
of a lethal chamber for such cases, but I fail to see why 
Library Committees should regard themselves as philan- 
thropic institutions and provide asylums for totally incom- 
petent assistants who have deliberately closed their eyes to 
the opportunities that have laid in their way to qualify 
themselves against the day of progressive librarianship, 
which the meanest intellect has seen approaching during the 
last decade. 

We are looking forward to a day, we hope, in the near 
future, when the rate limitation shall be removed. When 
that day arrives Library Committees, in view of the greater 
demands that will then be made upon them by the public, 
will have to face the question, and senior assistants will need 
to show that their claims to seniority are based upon a more 
substantial basis than that of automatic promotion. 

In view of that day junior assistants will need to put 
better work into their profession than many of them have 
done hitherto, and so make it impossible for their claims to 
be passed unrecognised. 
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THE EASTER SCHOOL IN HOLLAND. 
(Continued).

The Northern Party met us at the Hague, where we 
hurried off to the Royal Library as soon as the hotel 
arrangements had been made. Dr. Byvanck, Directeur de 
Koninklijke Bibliotheek, gave us as hearty a welcome as we 
had received at Dordrecht, regaled us with tea, cakes and 
liqueurs, and had exhibited many books of interest to 
English folk; for instance, a folio of Shakespeare, and a 
prayer-book, given by the ill-fated Charles to his Queen. 
A peregrination of the library followed. Many beautiful 
manuscripts were seen. In one of the delightful new rooms, 
embellished with wall paintings depicting the theft of the 
sacred oxen by Hermes, we listened to an ennobling address 
in which this allegory was explained. The great storage 
rooms were traversed, and we entered the public reading 
room. This is as handsome and as dignified an apartment 
as one could wish, with reading slopes covered with a 
delicate yellow-plum-coloured cloth and arm-chairs of 
similar material and colour. The library is open to any 
student who cares to enter and sign his name, and books 
are available for home-reading, provided the borrower 
proves his identification. “But do you not lose many 
books?” the Director was asked. With an uplifting of the 
shoulders, “Books are never lost; they may sometimes 
change hands, but other copies can be obtained.” 

The Royal Library owes its existence to the Revolution 
at the end of the 18th century, at which period the institu- 
tion libraries were dissolved. In 1880 the library was first 
housed in an official building, but the facilities given to 
students were very few, and it is but within the last fifty or 
sixty years that the library has become a working one. 

The catalogues include classified, name and alphabetical 
subject card catalogues, together with printed ones. In 
addition, the Royal Library prints cards, similar to those 
of the Institut Internationale de Bibliographie, which form a 
bibliography of all the printed matter of Holland. Dr. 
Greve gave an exceedingly interesting explanation of this 
bibliographical scheme, but the full description of it must be 
left to the prize essayists. Following came further tea, 
liqueurs, fine books; dusk began to fall, and the gratitude of 
the School to the Director was voiced by Mr. Checketts. 

From the Royal Library the party took their way to the 
Restaurant Knappstein, where, over one of the gorgeous 
dinners which were a feature of the Dutch School, they 
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talked over the events of the day. Ruthlessly, the Hon. 
Secretary dragged them away before the ices made their 
appearance and drove them before him to the Public Library 
of the Hague. They were received by the Chief Librarian, 
Dr. H. E. Greve, and other members of the Staff and 
Library Board; they were presented with “A Short 
Summary of the History and Management of the ‘Openbare 
Leeszaal en Bibliotheek,’’” and were divided into three 
sections by means of cards of varying hue on which was 
printed the programme. Dr. Greve gave a witty address 
upon “The Public Library at the Hague,” in which he 
lamented that we had paid our visit too early, before the 
library had been organised as its promoters would wish it to 
be; before it was housed in a building adapted to library 
needs. 

The library was founded early in 1906, but it was re- 
organised and removed to the present building in 1910; this 
building is but a rented one, and was originally a dancing-hall. 
It contains a reference library—on the old stage; a reading- 
room, seating eighty people, in what was the body of the 
hall; and a lending library, all of which are worked on the 
open-access system. The classification is a commingling 
of Cutter and Dewey, the main classes of the former being 
sub-divided according to the sub-divisions of the latter. 

There are classified and alphabetical catalogues, and a 
monthly annotated bulletin is published, which is sent post 
free to all readers. The card-catalogues are compiled by 
cutting up the bulletins and pasting them on standard cards; 
there is also an index to current Dutch periodical literature, 
which is kept up from the printed cards published by the 
Royal Library. The Library has a stock of 9,080 volumes, 
625 of which are periodicals; 31,226 volumes were issued 
during 1912, and the borrowers numbered 2,028. 

Dr. Greve’s address was followed by one from Mr. 
L. Simons, on “ Maatschappi voor goede en goedkoope 
lectuur” (The Publishing Society for Good and Cheap 
Books). This Society has for the past eight years been the 
largest provider of cheap books in Holland. Books are 
sold in units of fourpence—the lowest priced book costs 
fourpence, and the highest one and tenpence. In seven 
years over 1,000,000 volumes have been issued, and the latest 
enterprise is an encyclopeedia in monographic volumes. 
Various means are used to advertise the books published by 
the Society; for instance, a monthly paper dealing with new 
books is published, and lectures, theatrical performances, 
and so on, given. These papers were listened to with great 
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appreciation, and were followed by tea and sweets of the 
toffee type. Then, by means of the cards of varied hue, the 
company visited the bindery, the lending library, and the 
reference library. All books are cased in a strong linen, and 
the tags on which class-numbers are marked are affixed in 
a peculiar manner. A small round hole is punched in the 
back of the book, a slip of white paper is pasted inside the 
back, and the number appears where the hole has been 
punched. The library was very cheerful and gay with 
flowers, whilst the reading-room was lined with mirrors to 
make up for the want of natural light. Moreover, the at- 
mosphere was home-like, for the visitors were met in the 
reference and lending libraries by books with which they 
work daily; the reading-room contained a multiplicity of all 
types of English, French, American and German periodicals. 
So interested were the visitors in the various departments 
that it was difficult to get them together to support the vote 
of thanks proposed to our hosts by Mr. Sayers, but eventu- 
ally the last good-night was said, and we sallied forth in a 
deluge of rain to seek the hotel. Spring-cleaning had been 
in progress there—a fact which caused some excitement in 
the tracing of rooms, but soon after midnight it is believed 
that the whole company were under the reign of Morpheus. 

Wind and sun reigned in place of the rain of the 
previous night, so that it was a very gay and hilarious party 
that gathered round the long and heavily-laden breakfast 
table on Saturday, whilst those members who had been 
viewing the city under the guidance of Dr. Steenbergen 
received an uproarious welcome. As soon as the baggage 
had been gathered together in one place, a goodly number 
boarded a tram-car for the Vyverberg, a pleasant tree- 
fringed walk by the side of a swan-inhabited lake, from 
whence they passed the old prison in which instruments of 
torture are now collected, to the Binnenhof, an old square 
built round with most of the important official buildings of 
the Hague, and having in one corner the 13th century Hall 
of the Knights. Those who entered this ancient building 
returned enchanted with its romantic air, though at present 
nothing more romantic than the meetings of the two 
Chambers, or the opening of the States-General by the 
Queen occurs there. A picture post card vendor with a 
bewildering command of English, waylaid members at this 
point, and most of them fell victims to his wiles—and his 
explanation of the change they should receive! After a wait 
of some few minutes, everybody passed into the Mauritshuis, 
and pressed towards the Rembrandts which constituted the 
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goal of their desire; the famous “School of Anatomy” 
riveted the attention for some time, and then in scattered 
groups the party passed from room to room, noting much 
that was beautiful, especially a lovely little study of a 
chaffinch, dating, I believe, from the 16th century ; a picture 
which amply compensated for disappointments in other 
directions. Murillo’s “ Madonna” failed to satisfy one’s 
pre-conception of the work, and there was a heated argu- 
ment between the Romanists and the Realists as to the 
artistic merits of Paul Potter’s animal-pictures ; but such 
pictures as Jan Vermeer’s “ View of Delft” were entirely 
good. Having seen all that could be seen in the space of an 
hour, the party regained possession of cameras, etc., and 
entered a tram-car for the station, where they entrained for 
Leyden. The journey passed in pleasant chat, in the con- 
sumption of a box of the famous toffee sweets of the Hague, 
which was a surprise-packet of Miss Snouck’s and in 
delight at the masses of brilliancy made by the bulbs near 
Haarlem. Leyden—at last—through whose streets the 
visitors passed under the guidance of Miss de Vries. This 
visit was so short that one has but a vision of a delightful 
windmill scene from one of the bridges—sloping green banks 
surmounted by trees, and in the background a windmill 
whose shadows were reflected in the quiet water of the 
stream, a nook reminiscent of certain rare Oxford peeps! 
Another delightful scene was the long, straight canal, with 
its reflections of the tall, straight trees lining its sides and 
the tall, straight houses behind the trees, on which stands 
the University Library. Here Professor Dr. de Vries, the 
Librarian, and his staff, welcomed the visitors and shewed 
them many interesting things. This Library is the oldest in 
Holland, and exceeding rich in books from the East, 
particularly from the Dutch East Indies. Books on copper, 
books on skins of animals, books on bark, and long bamboo 
poles on which the amorous swain of those far-off isles 
inscribes verses in praise of his lady were there; together 
with an old chained book, and rare bindings. The sheaf- 
catalogue is very complete and fills much wall-space; the 
library itself is housed in a converted chapel, and in the store 
or stack-rooms the difficulty of too little space is overcome 
by the use of double book-cases, working on an ordinary 
hinge. After a thorough exploration of the various depart- 
ments, votes of thanks were tendered to Professor de Vries ; 
a walk through various parts of the city brought us to a 
restaurant opposite the station, where a lightning lunch was 
served; a race for the train, and we were on our way to 
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Amsterdam. Arrived at Amsterdam, the party went at once 
to the Dam, and entered a car which took them to the 
Rijksmuseum. Here a representative of the Photographic 
Press Association awaited us, hoping to make a record of 
the visit of such noteworthy folk; they,ever willing to gratify 
simple desires, grouped themselves on the steps, hid 
impediments at the back, assumed their most engaging 
expressions, and were photographed; the results were 
received a few hours later, and the majority have now grave 
doubts as to the veracity of that camera! The Museum was 
then entered, and those who wished to study pictures only 
followed Dr. Steenbergen to the collection of modern 
paintings. The whole of the week-end might have been 
spent profitably in studying the pictures of the Rijksmuseum. 
Many are the examples of such masters as Josef Israels, Th. 
Rousseau, and Maris, and beautiful are they all. Dr. 
Steenbergen had a difficult task to get his little flock to 
proceed as quickly as was necessary, but his patience and 
forbearance were infinite. Amongst this modern collection 
was a Futurist picture—a curious study which conjured up 
a vision of big boulders cut in cube-like fashion, with two 
black beetles, in upright position, finding their way over 
them ; the curious were informed that the picture represented 
a village street, with villagers passing up and down. Having 
walked through long galleries wherein were innumerable 
Rembrandt etchings, pottery of rare value, and beautiful 
sculpture, the ancient paintings were reached, and, with 
expectant hearts, we passed through the narrow doorway 
into the presence of that most glorious picture— 
“ The Nightwatch ”—a picture of most wonderful lights, and 
animation. That, perhaps, overshadows all others that 
were seen in Holland; we saw and admired others of his, 
and “The Toper,” of Franz Hals, appealed to us, but the 
“Nightwatch” was the picture we carried away with 
us. Our visit to this picture was made possible by 
extraordinary courtesy of the Director, Baron Riemsdijk, 
who kept the Museum open for the space of half-an- 
hour, and himself acted as guide to the party. Having 
expressed our appreciation of this courtesy, a 
rather weary and tea-desiring company passed on towards 
the University Library. Here again a cordial welcome was 
received from the Librarian, Dr. C. P. Burger, who led us 
through the various departments, but the flesh of the 
chronicler was too weak to receive an impression of this 
visit. From the University Library, the party walked to the 
offices of “The Society for the Common Good,” where the 
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fainting spirits were revived by tea and a short rest. At this 
Amsterdam branch of the Society there is a model reading- 
room for children. Miss Gebhard, who is mainly responsible 
for its establishment, appears to have amalgamated all that 
is best in the various children’s libraries she visited in Eng- 
land, and reproduced it in miniature here. Books in 
classified order with the various classes plainly marked; 
picture-bulletins; flower-bedecked tables; and that which 
is the joy of every child-bookworm-— seats let into the wall a 
few inches from the ground where it is possible to curl one- 
self up and read for ever! A small subscription is charged 
for the use of the reading-room which is open after school- 
hours. Lectures illustrating the contents of the books in the 
Library are given at intervals, and every legitimate method 
whereby the child may be trained in the art of reading, 
seems to be in force. The general Library was also 
inspected, and then the visitors departed by way of the busy 
Kalver-Straat with its fine shops, for dinner at an hotel. The 
evening, after a committee-meeting and a search for hotels, 
was then free for shopping, for drinking of café in the 
Krasnopolky, and for losing of one’s way in the neighbour- 
hood of the Heerengracht. Saturday night was a night that 
will live long in the memory of the seven who slept together, 
and made the night ring with their laughter, but space will 


not permit me to describe that joyous adventure here.

PROCEEDINGS. 
MAY GENERAL MEETING. 

The May meeting of the Association took place on the 14th, at the 
Wimbledon Public Library. Prior to the evening meeting, the members and 
friends numbering about a dozen, assembled at the Library at 4.30 p.m., and 
under the guidance of the librarian, Mr. H. W. Bull, indulged ina delightful 
ramble over Wimbledon Common, exploring the lovely glades and dells, the 
numerous lakes and pools and other sylvan enchantments. Theramble served 
as an appetiser for teaserved at Johnston’s tea rooms, which had been generously 
provided by Mr. Bull, and to which ample justice was done. After tea an 
inspection of the library followed. The evening meeting, presided over by 
Mr. Bull, was held in the reference library, and the first item was the election 
of two auditors for the L.A.A. annual audit. These were forthcoming in 
Messrs. H. G. Hayne and H. A. Sharpe. There was a fair attendance with 
a goodly percentage of ladies when the immediate business of the evening was 
commenced by the reading of papers by Miss DoROTHY BALLEN, London 


School of Economics, on ‘‘ The Library Schools of America’’; and by Miss 
OLENA MUHLENFELD, Public Library, Hilversum, Holland, on ‘‘ The Library 
Schools of the Continent.’’ It is hoped that these papers will appear 


in the Journal at no distant date. 

THE PRESIDENT, in opening the discussion, contrasted the English training 
with the American and Continental systems. He thought that the English 
came between the Academic or Continental School and the American or 
popular School. English librarianship was adversely affected by financial 
considerations, which, with the lack of adequate time for study, were the 
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principal reasons why there were no Library Schools in England. Mr. J. F. 
Hoac (Battersea), formed the conclusion that the American people were more 
interested in their libraries than the English. He thought some form of state 
aid was necessary, and referred to Berlin students who were compelled to 
obtain some form of foreign practical experience before being qualified to sit 
for examination. Mr. W. B. THORNE (Poplar) said that the factor which 
militated most against the profession was its chaotic state. There was much 
need for professional organisation. Mr. W. S. RAE (Fulham), spoke of his 
experience with Continental students at Fulham. He had found them very 
enthusiastic. In England there was much need for the passing of the Public 
Libraries Bill, but he doubted whether local authorities would levy the extra 
rate as provided in the Bill, Mr. H. G. HayNneE (Hornsey), drew attention to 
Cheltenham College as an English type of Library School. Miss O. E. 
CLARKE (Islington), thought that too much was made of the economic condition 
of the library profession. Present educational facilities were not enough to 
permit the ordinary boy to attain to a university graduate degree as required 
in some countries, should it ever become necessary in England. The 
American Schools had a tendency to spoil originality. Miss BLACKWELL 
(Chelsea), said that one week’s practical work in a library was worth a month 
in a training college. Mr. F. E. SANDRY (West Ham), thought that the 
profession was not on an equality with other professions, and was not so con- 
sidered. In other professions the beginner was trained before taking up the 
profession ; this was not so in the library profession. The HON. SECRETARY 
spoke of the present economic condition of the profession compared with a 
decade ago. The professional status of the Clergyman and the Doctor was 
not always combined with a satisfactory pecuniary condition. The American 
system had the advantage of being run by business men who believed 
in advertising in contrast to the English who did not so believe. The best 
system of training was the English system. The American system stultified 
originality and was responsible for a machine-made librarian. Votes of thanks 
proposed by the Hon. EpiTor, and seconded by Mr. H. R. PETERS, to both the 
readers and authors of the papers concluded the proceedings. 


YORKSHIRE BRANCH.—INAUGURAL MEETING. 


The first meeting of the session was held on 16th April. at the Public 
Library, Bradford, by the kindness of Butler Wood, Esq., Chief Librarian. 

Twenty-seven members assembled, and proceedings opened with an 
address by the new President, Mr. J. B. Ellison (Leeds), who spoke of the 
difficulties in forming the Yorkshire Branch, and also stated that he thought 
the Committee could congratulate themselves on their labours in the direction 
of urging the assistants to take the Examination of the Library Association. 

When the Branch was first formed there were only three or four cer- 
tificates in the whole of the area covered, whereas now there were more than 
fifty. 

The President went on to advocate the Branch setting out on a scheme 
for the compilation of a Yorkshire Bibliography, and he advocated the forma- 
tion of a sub-committee comprised of representatives from all the principal 
towns in Yorkshire to consider the question, and to draw up a set of working 
rules. A general editor should be appointed, and the representatives of each 
town endeavour to get the assistants to help them in making the entries for 
each respective district. All overlapping was to be avoided,and the Com- 
mittee were to decide all difficult points After suggesting what matter 
should be included, the following resolution was carried :— 

‘* That a sub-committee be appointed to consider the question of com- 
piling a Yorkshire Bibliography, comprising members from Bradford, Hull, 
Halifax, Sheffield, Huddersfield, York, and Leeds.”’ 
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Mr. W. Pollitt (Leeds), followed with a paper on ‘‘ The Principles of 
Book Charging,’’ which appears in the current number of the Library 
World. 

Both papers were well discussed and after the proceedings members were 
entertained by the Bradford staff with the genial hospitality which has come 
to be associated with them, and a good meeting was brought toa close ina 
warmly fraternal manner.

SOUTH COAST BRANCH—APRIL MEETING. 


A very successful meeting of the South Coast Branch was held at the 
Worthing Public Library, on Wednesday, 16th April, 1913. There was a 
good attendance of members and friends, including several members of the 
Worthing Public Library Committee. Prior to the meeting Miss Frost, 
Librarian of Worthing, kindly entertained the visitors to tea. Mr. Alderman 
J. G. Denton, Chairman of the Worthing Public Library Committee, presided 
over the meeting. A thoughtful and interesting paper had beeen prepared by 
Miss F. M. JEFFERSON (Bromley Public Library, formerly of Brighton), on 
‘*Village Libraries,’’ and as the writer was unable to be present the paper 
was read by Miss Adelaide Putland (Brighton). Miss Jefferson pointed out 
that while people in the towns had the advantage of libraries, the country folk 
was almost entirely neglected in this respect. She made an eloquent appeal 
for the speedy alteration of this state of affairs, pointing out that much of the 
difficulty was the result of inadequate legislation. Until County Councils were 
empowered to become library authorities the country districts could not be 
supplied with proper library facilities. Dealing with the question of the 
selection of books the writer thought that there should be a good supply 
of technical literature bearing upon rural industries, and a liberal supply of 
recreative literature such as fiction, poetry, &c., as well as standard works on 
other subjects. Miss Jefferson concluded by urging that the present was a 
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fitting time for Parliament to deal with this important educational question. 
Miss ETHEL GERARD (Worthing) opened the discussion, in which Messrs. 
MALE, PIPER, WEBB, Miss FROST, and the CHAIRMAN took part. 

Mr. A. WEBB (Brighton) then read apaper on ‘‘ Prints in Public Libraries."’ 
He dealt in a comprehensive way with the collection, storage, classification, 
and cataloguing of prints, as well as the exhibiting and loaning of them. 
Discussing the question as to what prints should be preserved in libraries, he 
expressed the opinion that only those dealing with the locality in which the 
library is situated should be collected, and advocated a general county 
collection of prints, to be housed at the most convenient library in the county. 
He then enumerated the means by which prints could be obtained, and 
attached great importance to the work of photographicsurveys. A discussion 
followed, the speakers including Messrs. MALE, PIPER, Miss FROST, Miss 
GERARD, and the CHAIRMAN. 

A very interesting account of her experiences in Holland with the 
Easter School of the L.A.A., was given by Miss L. FAIRWEATHER, and was 
much appreciated. She described in an admirable manner her impressions of 
the Dutch libraries, explaining how they differed from our own, although 
English methods were’ very much in evidence. Miss Fairweather’s chatty 
little talk proved that she had made the most of her opportunities. 

Hearty votes of thanks to the authors of the papers, the Chairman, the 
Library Committee, Miss Frost and her staff, concluded an enjoyable 
meeting. 


OUR LIBRARY. 


THE ENGLISH CATALOGUE OF Books For 1912: Giving in 
One Alphabet under Author and Title, the Size, Price, 
Month of Publication, and Publisher of Books Issued 
in the United Kingdom. 355 pp. 10-in. X 6t-in. 1913. 
Sampson Low. 6s. net. 


Once again we welcome the Annual Volume of the English Catalogue, 
without which the life of the librarian would be scarcely worth living. As in 
the previous year, the analysis of books published in 1912 provides ample 
food for reflection. During 1912, 12,067 books were published, omitting 
much ephemeral matter, the largest increases being in Science, Literature, 
Fiction, and Juvenile Works. The total of 12,067 shows an increase of 1,153, or 
roughly 11 percent. on 1911, which almost provokes us to exclaim the hackneyed 
phrase ‘‘ Of the making of books there is no end.’’ An indispensable tool 
of the librarian and the bibliographer, we take no credit for prophesying 
that no other volume in the librarian’s library will bear such manifest 
evidences of usage at the end of the year as the English Catalogue.

Brown, James D. A British Library Itinerary. 30 pp. 
94-in. X 6-in. Boards. 1913. Grafton & Co. 2s. net. 


This little brochure should serve a useful purpose. Called into being by 
the necessity of a handy guide to the chief points of interest in British Public 
Libraries for the use of a Colonial, American and Continental clientele, it 
fulfils it mission well. The arrangement is by group, 7.e., the Birmingham 
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group comprises the libraries of Leicester, Cheltenham, Coventry, Notting- 
ham, Oxford, Gloucester, and a few others. London again, is divided into 
Libraries of the City and East; Central and North; West; South; and 
towns South and West of London. The list is selective; no attempt has 
been made at comprehensiveness, and libraries are so selected as to give 
a maximum differentiation in methods of working and in special local features. 
Altogether this is an admirable piece of work whose usefulness will be 
appreciated by the peripatetic librarian in Britain. One improvement only 
could we suggest and that is that reduced to half its size the brochure would 
have been convenient for the coat pocket.

St. BripE FounpatTion InstitutTe.—A Classified Catalogue 
of the Books in the Lending Department, compiled by 
F. W. T. Lange. 37 X 345 pp. 84-in. X 54-in. Boards. 
1912. Henderson and Spalding. 


This Classified Catalogue, we learn from the preface, supersedes the old 
dictionary style catalogue, and it is a pity that the usual prominent features 
of a classified catalogue were not also adopted. We refer more particularly 
to the absence of a notation to the classification, which damages the useful- 
ness of an otherwise excellent and well got-up catalogue. One result of the 
absence of a notation is that the subject index, an excellent feature in itself, 
refers to pages and not, as would be better, to sections. There is a sprink- 
ling of annotations, but birth and death dates to lives would have been useful.

This represents an increase of 48 as compared with the 
figures of the previous year. 

Officers. 

During the year the Association lost the capable services of 
the Honorary Editor, Mr. H. Rutherford Purnell, who for more 
than three years and a half had edited The Library Assistant with 
distinction. The Council desires to record its sense of the value 
of Mr. Purnell’s work. Another loss was brought about by the 
resignation of the Honorary Librarian, Mr. A. H. Carter, who 
had controlled the Library since its foundation. Mr. Carter has 
also received the special thanks of the Council. Mr. Harry G. 
Sureties has succeeded to the Editorship of The Library Assistant, 
and Miss Olive E. Clarke has beea elected Honorary Librarian. 
Mr. John Warner has been elected Honorary Assistant Secretary. 
Mr. W. Geo. Chambers still continues to act as Honorary 
Treasurer, and to him the satisfactory financial position of the 
Association is largely due. 

Honorary Fellows. 

During the year the names of Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers 
and Mr. H. Rutherford Purnell have been added to the roll of 
Honorary Fellows. Mr. Purnell also received a testimonial and 
illuminated address from the Association on his departure for 
Australia. 

Monthly Meetings. 

A valuable programme, for which the Council is again largely 
indebted to Mr. W. Benson Thorne, was prepared at the beginning 
of the Session, and, with one exception, was successfully carried 
through. 

The session included visits to the Hall of the Stationers, the 
Horniman Museum, and to the Public Libraries of Fulham, 
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Southwark, Wimbledon, and Nottingham; and the Inaugural 
Address of the Session was delivered at the Stationer’s Hall by 
the Very Rev. Dr. R. Inge, the Dean of St. Paul’s, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. G. E. Briscoe Eyre, M.A., J.P., Master of 
the Stationers’ Company. Valuable practical papers were read 
at the Meetings, and the discussions have been useful, and 
marked by a revival of active interest on the part of Associates. 


The Potter-Briscoe Prizes. 

The Council awarded the prize of one guinea, offered for the 
third year by Mr. J. Potter-Briscoe, to Mr. Harry Grindle, 
Birmingham Public Libraries, for his paper on “ The Fiction 
Question” (The Library Assistant, January, 1912); and Mr. 
Potter-Briscoe generously awarded a second prize of a half-guinea 
to Miss Ethel Gerard, Worthing Public Library, for her paper 
on * Librarianship from a Woman Assistant’s Point of View” 
(The Library Assistant, August-September, 1912). The Council 
desires to record its gratitude to the donor of the prizes for his 
continued interest. 


Edward Edwards’ Centenary. 

The Council made a special effort to commemorate the cen- 
tenary of the birth of Edward Edwards, which occurred on 
December 14th, 1912. A wreath with a suitable inscription was 
placed upon Edwards’s grave at Niton, and a special Edward 
Edwards meeting was held, at which the President delivered an 
address on this founder of public libraries. At the public 
memorial dinner held at Manchester, the Council was represented 
by the President and by Mr. Norman Treliving, of Leeds. 


Third International School. 

By the invitation of the Dutch Members of our Association 
the Third Easter School was held in Holland, 28 members 
participating, apart from the many Dutch members who joined 
the School during its course. Visits were paid to Dordrecht, 
The Hague, Leiden, Amsterdam, Haarlem, Hilversum and 
Utrecht. Ineach of these places the Public Libraries were visited ; 
at the Hague, the Royal Library; and at Leiden, Amsterdam and 
Utrecht, the University Libraries as well. There were also visits 
to the churches, museums, and picture galleries of the various 
cities, and a special examination of the Amsterdam Archives was 
made. The members were received at Dordrecht by the Burgo- 
Master, and were entertained to lunch by the Libraries Com- 
mittee. Baron van Riemsdijk, the Director of the Rijksmuseum, 
Amsterdam, not only kept the Museum open for our party after 
the official closing hours, but himself acted as cicerone. 
Hospitality was also received from Dr. W. G. C. Byvanck, Royal 
Library, The Hague, Dr. H. E. Greve, Public Librarian, The 
Hague, The Committee of the Society for the Public Good, 
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Amsterdam, The Public Library Committee, Hilversum, and The 
Public Library Committee, Utrecht. Addresses and demonstra- 
tions were given by Dr. Byvanck, Dr. Greve, Dr. de Vries, Dr. 
C. P. Burger, Mr. Gratama, Mr. Rutgers van der Leoff, Mr. J. J. 
Herwynen, Dr. J. Hingst, who gave a much appreciated lantern 
lecture on the Public Libraries of Holland, and Mr. J. PF. Van 
Someren. A conversazione and lecture evening was held on 
Easter Sunday at the Utrecht Public Library, when, in addition 
to the lecture by Dr. Hingst, warm addresses of welcome were 
given by the respective secretaries of the Dutch Library Associa- 
tion and the Central Study Association for Librarians and 
Library Assistants. At this meeting, which was attended by over 
100 persons, the Honorary Secretary, Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers, 
delivered a brief address upon the organisation of the profession. 

As in former years the School was organised from England 
by Mr. Sayers, whose work in connection with this and previous 
international visits is deserving of special mention. Asa token 
of appreciation of the Honorary Secretary’s efforts in this direc- 
tion, and, as an acknowledgment of his valuable services to the 
Association generally, the Council has unanimously elected him 
an Honorary Fellow. The entire arrangements in Holland were 
undertaken by a special Dutch Committee composed of the 
Misses A. C. Gebhard, Amsterdam ; Olena Mihlenfeld, 
Hilversum; and Snouck-Hurgronje, Dordrecht, who had the 
help of Mr. A. Pieters, of The Hague, and Dr. A. Steenbergen, of 
Amsterdam, in making and carrying out the arrangements. The 
Committee issued a neat printed programme in duplicate to all 
members. 

The Easter School was the most successful yet held from the 
educational, social, and international points of view, and the 
Council is deeply indebted to the ladies and gentlemen named, 
and particularly to the Dutch Committee for the remarkable 
success of the event. 


Fourth Easter School. 


The Council has resolved that the Fourth Easter School 
shall be held in London, and that the foreign members and 
friends of the Association shall be invited to join our members in 
an examination of the best libraries and institutions of London. 
It is hoped that every British member will lend assistance in 
securing a return welcome to our foreign friends. 


International School Prizes. 


Prizes offered by Mr. J. Y. W. MacAlister in connection with 
the Second International School for the best essay entitled “A 
Professionally Interesting Account of the Paris Easter School,” 
were won by the following :— 
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1. Mr. Henry A. Sharp, Fulham (now Croydon) Public 
Libraries. 

2. Mr. Harry Dixon, Croydon Public Libraries. 

3. Mr. William McGill, Islington Public Libraries. 


The adjudicators were Mr. A. W. Pollard and Mr. H. R. Tedder. 

Mr. MacAlister has again generously repeated his offer of 
prizes of three, two, and one guineas for a similar essay in 
connection with the Third Easter School. 


Finance. 


The revenue from all sources has been maintained, and the 
record income referred to in the last Annual Report shows no 
sign of falling off. 

An annual donation of 5s. has been received from Mr. Hugh 
Smith; and Misses D. Ballen and O. E. Clarke, and Messrs. 
H. T. Coutts, H. V. Hopwood, W. C. Berwick Sayers, and 
H. G. Sureties have continued the payment of double subscrip- 
tions in aid of our extension work. 


The Library Committee. 


This Committee has been unusually active during the year. 
Owing to increasing demands upon its space at St. Martin’s 
Library, the Westminster Library Authority found itself unable 
to continue to accommodate the L.A.A. Library. By the kind- 
ness of the Islington Libraries Committee the Library was 
removed to the Islington Central Library in December, 1912. A 
bookcase was purchased large enough for the present stock and 
for probable expansion for some years. The books have been 
re-arranged, classified according to the modification of the 
Library of Congress Classification, as used at the London School 
of Economics, and catalogued. The catalogue will be published 
jointly with the Library Association Library Catalogue, the 
first instalment of which is expected to appear in the June issue 
of The Library Association Record. 

The stock comprises 739 volumes and pamphlets, an increase 
of 88 during the year. The issues were 52 volumes as compared 
with 26 in the previous year. Donations have been gratefully 
acknowledged from Messrs. Stanley Russell & Co., Cedric 
Chivers, and the publishers of Public Libraries, The Library, and 
De Boekzaal. Thirty-two volumes have been re-bound. A fire 
insurance policy has been taken out in the Commercial Union 
Assurance Company, to cover losses up to £100. The Council 
wishes to place on record the good service of Mr. A. H. Carter 
who resigned the librarianship last year after serving the Council 
for 14 years. The strenuous work of Miss Olive E. Clarke, in 
arranging, classifying and cataloguing the library, also deserves 
special thanks. 
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The Press Committee. 

This Committee has done excellent service during the year. 
Practically every meeting and activity of the Association has 
been reported in all the professional and municipal journals, and 
such general journals as have been willing to insert notices. 
Special Committees. 

PROPAGANDA COMMITTEE. 

A Propaganda Committee was appointed to make a 
systematic effort to increase the membership of the Association. 
A pamphlet entitled “ Progress in Librarianship,” containing a 
brief history of the Association and its objects, was drawn up by 
Mr. W. Benson Thorne; a circular was sent to every Public 
Library in the country employing assistants, asking for the 
names of the staffs; and the pamphlet, together with a printed 
letter calling attention to its purpose, was addressed to over a 
thousand names thus obtained. The arduous task of collecting 
these addresses and despatching the pamphlet was undertaken 
by Mr. H. G. Sureties, and although the response has so far been 
somewhat disappointing, the work has elicited much valuable 
information which will influence the Council’s future policy. 
Some of the results were summed up in a paper by Mr. Sureties 
“ Those Without ” (The Library Assistant, Pebruary, 1913). 
NON-MUNICIPAL LIBRARIES’ COMMITTEE. 

This Committee, consisting of assistants employed in college, 
private, and institutional libraries, was formed in order to interest 
assistants employed in such libraries in the work of the Associa- 
tion. So far difficulties of providing for the librarian of the 
small private library, have prevented any practical result 
accruing to the efforts of the Committee. It is hoped, however, 
that the provision of meetings and papers of interest to such 
assistants will result in an increased membership among the 
workers in such libraries. 


Branches. 

The outstanding event of the year was the inauguration 
of a South Coast Branch, due mainly to the efforts of Messrs. 
Ernest Male, A. C. Piper, and Miss Ethel Gerard, which took 
place at the Eastbourne Public Library, on Friday, October 18th. 
The new Branch embraces the South Coast districts between 
Portsmouth and Hastings. It has already held very successful 
meetings. A series of prizes has been placed at the disposal of 
the Committee by Mr. H. D. Roberts, Councillor J. C. Wright, 
Mr. J. W. Lister, and Miss M. Frost, and there is every prospect 
of a vigorous and useful future before the new organisation. 
MIDLAND BRANCH. 

Mr. H. W. Checketts has retired from the chairmanship of 
the Branch, and has been succeeded by Mr. Harry Grindle; the 
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secretary is Mr. PF. J. Patrick. The membership has increased 
satisfactorily, and the Branch has had excellent, well attended, 
and inspiring meetings thoroughout the year. 


NORTH EASTERN BRANCH. 


The same officers as last year continue their good services to 
the Branch. The Honorary Secretary of the Association 
(Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers) visited the Branch as the delegate 
of the Council in June, 1912. Here again the membership 
has increased, and regular meetings have been held under the 
vigorous chairmanship of Mr. William Wilson, and the secretary- 
ship of Mr. R. M. Daniels. 


SOUTH WALES BRANCH. 


Miss Julia Taylor has retired from the secretaryship of this 
Branch, and has been succeeded by Mr. F. C. Bullock. An 
interesting and original programme has been prepared and 
followed by the members. The meetings have been regular and 
the discussions in every way worthy of the best traditions of the 
Association. 


YORKSHIRE BRANCH. 


In the Yorkshire Branch, Mr. J. C. Handby, who held the 
chairmanship with distinction for three years, has been succeeded 
by Mr. J. P. Ellison, who was the first and organising secretary 
of this the largest Branch of the Association. The Branch 
covers an important library area, and during the year has done 
remarkably good work for the profession. The membership 
continues to increase. Mr. H. Rutherford Purnell visited the 
Branch as delegate of the Council in January, 1913 Much of 
the success of the Branch is attributed to the energy, tact and 
enthusiasm of Mr. Norman Treliving, the Honorary Secretary. 








Although in this report it is impossible to specify the 
excellent individual activities of the Branches, the Council is well 
aware that the Branches are a vital part of the Association ; 
that their work extends and co-ordinates its objects; and that 
any considerable expansion can only come about by means of 
present and possible branches. The Council, therefore, is 
grateful to all the officers and committees who are giving 
ungrudging work to these organisations in various parts of the 
country. 

General. 


The Council is glad to record that the number of public 
injustices to the profession against which it has had to protest 
during the year, has been fewer than usual, but a few cases that

have occurred have been sufficiently flagrant. Especially ill- 
advised and unsound was the abolition of the position of Chief 
Librarian of Woolwich. The Aberdeen Public Library Com- 
mittee has distinguished itself by advertising for a Sub-Librarian 
and by appointing to the position a non-librarian. The Ber- 
mondsey Town Council had the incredible meanness to discharge 
certain assistants who had served it for 10 years, and who, 
having reached the maximum salary of 23s., had applied for this 
to be increased. 

The Council points to these unfortunate happenings as a 
proof of the necessity of its work. The spirit of municipal 
economy which regards the library as an unnecessary part of 
municipal activities still exists, and is especially apparent in 
London at present. It is, therefore, the more necessary that 
assistants unite to keep before the public the importance of their 
work and its claim to a just recompense. 


Publications. 


The most important event was the resignation of Mr. H. R. 
Purnell, the Editor of The Library Assistant. Mr. Purnell was 
succeeded by Mr. Harry G. Sureties, of the Hornsey Public 
Libraries, who commenced his editorship with the March 
issue. The February issue was edited by the Honorary 
Secretary. The Council has had the continued advantage of the 
capable services of the Honorary Assistant Editor, Mr. G. R. 
Bolton. The thanks of the Council are due to Mr. W. G. 
Hawkins (Fulham) for storing and distributing the stock of The 
Library Assistant. 

There is a continued demand for the “ L.A.A. Series,” as 
the figures in appendix 3, under “ Sale of L.A.A. Series,” indicate. 


Promotions. 


The Council congratulates upon their promotion the follow- 
ing :—Mr. P. W. Camplin (Librarian, Isleworth), Mr. H. M. 
Cashmore (Deputy Chief Librarian, Birmingham), Mr. H. R. 
Purnell (Librarian, Public Library of South Australia), Mr. 
H. A. Sharp (Librarian, Reference Department, Croydon), Mr. 
H. A. Twort (Librarian, Workers’ Educational Association). 

A large number of other members have risen in the ranks of 
the library service, and to all of these the Council wishes a con- 
tinuance of their good fortune. 


The Library Association. 


Cordial relations continue to exist between the Council and 
the Library Association. At the 1912 election of the latter body 
the Council nominated two candidates, and the Honorary 
Secretary, Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers, was elected ; he has since 
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accepted service on the Education, Finance, Membership, and 
Publications Committees of the Library Association. 


Obituary. 

The Council records its deep regret at the death of Dr. G K. 
Fortescue, the late Keeper of the Printed Books in the British 
Museum, a cordial and practical friend of the Association, whose 
last public work for the profession was in all probability the paper 
on “The Library of the British Museum,” read before the 
Association on April 12th, 1912 (The Libvavy Assistant, May, 1912). 


Acknowledgments. 

The thanks of the Council are due and are hereby tendered 
to the Authorities who have given accommodation to the Asso- 
ciation during the year; to the ladies and gentlemen who have 
presided over and have read papers at the meetings, and particu- 
larly to the Governors of the Bishopsgate and Cripplegate 
Institutes for placing rooms at the service of the Council. The 
willing services of Miss Florence Wheeler, of the Croydon Public 
Libraries, for clerical assistance rendered to the Honorary
